Elba’s schools formally dedicated

The Elba School System formally 
dedicated it new facilities last Fri- 
day. The Elba Board of Education 
and the schools’ staff were joined by 
state and local officials, as well as 
many others, for the dedication cere- 
mony and open house. 

In March of 1990, Elba City 
Schools were seventy-cight percent 
destroyed by a devastating flood, as 
was much of the town, 

School officials made the deci- 
sion to rebuild the facilities in a safer 
place, away from the flood plain, 
rather than repair and/or rebuild in 
the original location. 

Funds to build the new schools 


were received through a state bond 
issue and from federal disaster 
funds. The total amount received 
was $18,700,000.00. 

The 156-acre campus is located 
on U.S. Highway 84, two miles west 
of downtown Elba, 

Construction on the project began 
December 26, 1990 and the schools 
opened for classes September 8&, 
1992, 

The complex consists of an cle- 
mentary school (K-6) with 650 stu- 
dents, high school (7-12) with 550 
students, and central office/board 
room, 

The elementary school has a total 
of 95,000 square feet, high school 
135,000 square feet, and central of- 
fice with 4,000 square feet.

This year has not been a good one 
for the Alabama State Troopers in 
the Dothan District. 

Already the year-to-date traffic 
fatalitics total 19 for the Dothan Post 
which includes five counties - Cof- 
fee Dale, Geneva, Henry, and Hous- 
ton counties. 

Eight of those deaths occurred 
within the last two weeks. 

On Sunday, June 13, three per- 
sons lost their lives in a head-on col- 
lision between a pick-up truck and a 
car, The scene of this tragedy was on 
the Litth: Choctawhatchee River 
Bridge on U.S, Hwy. 84, just east of 
Daleville. 

Another head-on collision oc- 
curred on AL Hwy, 87, just south of 
Samson, on Wednesday night, June 
16. This wreck, involving a car and 
a log truck, claimed four lives. 

A wreck in Houston County, on 
Monday evening, killed a 10-year- 
old child, 

According to State Trooper R. W. 
Whitworth, 12 of the persons killed 
have been under the age of 23. 

Whitworth stated that no one sin- 
gle factor, but a combination of sev- 
eral, has been the cause of the crash- 
es. 

Speed, alcohol, inattention, and 
lack-ol-experience all have been 
contributing factors in the car crash- 
es, 
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Included on the campus is an ath- 
Ictic stadium, practice fields, base- 
ball/softball field, track, and tennis 
courts. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce, 
during his comments, remembered 
the many events that preceded and 
ultimately lead to Friday’s joyous 
occasion. 

He spoke about the many individ- 
uals and groups who helped make 
Elba’s “Dream School” become a re- 
ality. 

“It was like magic!” Pearce said. 
“T’ve waited three years to see this 
day.” 

Pearce introduced two individuals 
whom he gave special recognition 
for their contribuuion in making the 
“magic” happen 

State Representative Jimmy Hol- 
ley, and former Assistance Finance 
Director Grever Jacobs, both gradu- 
atcs of Elba City Schools, were pre- 
sented plaques in recognition for 
their efforts. 

Holley and Jacobs were, as one 
person put it, the right people, in the 
right place, at the right time! 

Pearce said, “We dedicate this fa- 
cility to the children of Elba and the 
Elba City Schools.” 

“This building is Elba,” said Rep. 
Holley. “It will provide a basis for 
the foundation of lives and the shap- 
ing of minds.” 

Pearce concluded the ceremony 
by commenting, “the dedication of 
this new facility could include the 
recognition of many, many individu- 


als who played a role in making it,, 


happen. 

“However, the true purpose for 
this institution is to provide the high- 
est quality education to the children 
of Elba. It is with that theme, we 
dedicated these fine facilities, ” con-

Lead & copper content in Elba’s 
water is within acceptable level

Several weeks ago, customers on 
the Elba Water System were asked 
tO participate in a water monitoring 
program. 

The purpose of the program was 
to test Elba water for lead/copper 
content, 

In a letter from the Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment (ADEM), Elba officials were 
advised of the results, 

The city’s water system has met 
all lead/copper monitoring and re- 
porting requirements during the Jan- 
vary-June, 1993 monitoring period, 
The amount of lead and copper con- 
tent found in the system did not ex- 
ceed acceptable levels. 


ADEM advised city officials that 
after having completed two consecu- 
live six-month monitoring periods, 
they can now reduce monitoring to 
once annually, Also, the number of 
sample sites can be reduced from 40 
to 20 

The testing will take place next 
year, 1994, during the months of 
June, July, August or September, 

Dennis Coleman, Elba Water’ 
Works superintendent, on behalf of 
the City of Elba, “thanks the many 
citizens that participated in the lead/ 
copper testing during the past year,” 

“Your (the customers) coopera- 
tion helped the water department to 
accomplish this monitoring and 
helps the water department to contin- 
ue to provide quality water to the cit- 
izens of Elba,” said Coleman.

Following the near drowning at the city pool last week, a lot 
of folks were grateful for the CPR training which happened to 
be available.

America’s Rudderless Ship Of State 


With the return of American 
soldiers to Somalia, President 
Clinton has made his first major 
use of military forces abroad. 
While many questions surround 
the wisdom of America’s return to 
this part of the world, it comes at a 
time when there is growing con- 
cern in many quarters about the 
current indirection in) American 
foreign policy. 

The warning went out from the 
foreign affairs community a few 
weeks ago when the Clinton ad- 
ministration’s third ranking diplo- 
mat, Peter Tarnoff, seemed to an- 
nounced the abdication — of 
America’s role as a leader in world 
affairs. The White House quickly 
tried to disavow Tarnoff’s com- 
ments that the United States nei- 
ther had the resources not the will 
any longer to be the leader in the 
international community. 

Nothing highlights the haphaz- 
ard nature of current U. S. policy 
abroad more than our continually 
shifting position in Bosnia. With- 
Out question, there are no casy so- 
lutions to putting an end to a 
bloody thousand year ethnic con- 
flict. Neither is there agreement as 
to exactly what America’s role 
should be, but the Administration 
has apparently avoided the prob- 
Jem of making the wrong decision 
by adopting, and then, discarding 
almost every possible policy op- 
tion at one time or another, 

The apparent lack of ability to 
develop a credible international 
strategy has created a chorus of 
concern and disbelief in the for- 
cign press: JAPAN: “Administra- 
tion does not present convincing 
appearance”. EGYPT: “Perception 
of weakness in U. S. leadership”. 
SPAIN: “A worrisome lack of 
strategy”. AUSTRALIA: “U. S. 
clout diminishes day by day". 


THAILAND: “Administration 
docs not have specific policy”. 
And the list goes on. 

The world fear, of course, is 
that without a strong American 
presence demonstrated by a strong 
American president, there is the 
threat of regional power vacuums, 
and those vacuums promoting 
elsewhere the kind of regional in- 
stability we are sccing in Bosnia 
and Somalia. 

The projection of military force 
is the ultimate instrument of a na- 
tion’s foreign policy, The inherent 
dangers of dispatching armed 
troops demands that such action be 
taken with care and with achieva- 
ble goals in mind. As with other 
elements of his foreign policy, Mr. 
Clinton's threats of military force 
appear to be haphazard and lack- 
ing clear military goals. 

Recently, the Administration 
announced it’s intention to send 
300 American military personnel 
to Macedonia. The stated rational 
for the move is to prevent any 
spillover of the Bosnian civil war 
into this neighboring state. Howev- 
er, the question arises over wheth- 
er 300 troops will stop violence or 
just attract it. America’s superpow- 
er status makes it a prime target 
for nations or individuals who 
want to make a name for them- 
selves by tweaking the nose of the 
tiger. 

Every new president is tested in 
the international arena. Unfortu- 
nately, such a test cannot be post- 
poned. The Administration's ac- 
tions so far have given little 
appearance of clear foreign policy 
goals or the understanding of how 
to use the tools as its disposal. 
This apparent weakness and inde- 
cision is a danger that an Ameri- 
can president cannot allow to go 
uncorrected,

The only rules are the trucks be 
individually owned pickups and they 
must be driven to the Square under 
their own power. Voting will be un- 
der the green and white tent from 9 
to 11.

Remembering 


With Jake 


Leon Augustus Boyd was born in 
Georgia on November 14, 1861. He 
Started building his fortune in the 
cross tie business in Georgia. The 
railroads were the only means of 
mass transportation of people and 
goods. He had men making several 
thousand a month with foot adzes 
and axes. I have already described 
the turpentine business. When he 
came to Alabama in 1900, he en- 
gaged in the turpentine business and 
after the trees had been used for that 
he began a large saw mill operation 
at Richburg, near New Brockton, He 
built tram railroads into the vast pine 
forests, and after the big, two 
wheeled carts that straddled the logs 
and puiled them up to the tram rail- 
roads, they were then pulled onto the 
tram by 4 oxen and hauled to the 
mill at Richburg. This operation ex- 
tended down to the Florida line. Sev- 
eral hundred convicts were leased 
for a very small sum from the State 
of Alabama to work on this entire 
operation. Thousands of acres were 
bought and sold by Mr. Boyd. Some 
of it became the huge farm I de- 
scribed before. If prisoners of today 
gripe about living conditions, they 
should know what it was like, 

C. E, “Pete” Dorsey, Henry Dor- 
sey, and Mack Dorsey, brothers, 
worked at the mill machine shop. 
This led to them inventing the “‘Dor- 
sey Stump Puller,” which was the 
fore runner of the nationally known 
“Dorsey Trailer Company”. Mr. 
Boyd was President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Elba; Vice President 
of the First National Bank of Enter- 
prise and was appointed President of 
the Board of Administration by Gov- 
ernor Brandon, I believe this was 
over the Prison System. That prob- 
ably played a large factor in convict 
labor. All of this huge operation took 
place between 1900 and 1949, The 
huge farm was going strong in the 
1940's. The saw mill probably 
played out before then. He was one 
of, if not the first, millionaires that 
Coffee County ever had, He diced 
May 8, 1949 and is buried in the En-

terprise City Cemetery. Much of the 
land he acquired is still in the Boyd 
family, At that period in the history 
of Coffee County, there is no doubt 
that he was the largest operator there 
was. I've told about the vast yellow 
pine forests, he cut more of them 
than all the others combined. I 
should tell here that the main rail 
road line went to Dothan. They 
formed a spur route that branched 
off at a small community called Wa- 
terford. The spur route went through 
Enterprise, New Brockton, Rich- 
\burg, where his mill was located, 
and on to Elba. Elba was the end of 


the line, It turned around in Elba and 
made the return trip. He had at least 
300 hundred convicts, Dr. B. J. Mas- 
sey was hired to keep them well 
enough to work. Lumber was 
shipped to many different states. Its 
quality was the best available. The 
Bonneau home was built by Lucious 
Young in 1922, It was built of that 
long leaf yellow pine. 

Once a week they would have a 
flogging. This decision was made by 
the supervisors to punish the con- 
victs that did not follow orders 
quickly enough or displeased them. 
Dr. John Mason Kimmey told me 
about this. His aunt, Ella Windham, 
met a carnival worker by the name 
of Gore. He and Miss Windham fell 
in love and were married, Dr, Kim- 
mey called him Uncle Gore, so he 
did not recall his given name, but 
thinks they are both buried at Da- 
mascus, At any rate, Mr. Gore was 
the designated flogger. Dr. Kimmey 
wanted to watch, he would take him 
to the convict camps, but would not 
allow him to see any of the flogging, 
We thought slavery went out in 
1865, but apparently we were mis- 
taken, 

The massive stumps that were left 
after cutting these huge virgin pine 
trees were so hard to do anything 
with, The only power available was 
horses, mules, and oxen. Dynamite 
was the best way they had to get 
them out so that they could cultivate 
the land, They placed the number of 
dynamite sticks into holes dug under 
the tree stump and used a cap and 
primer to blow them out of the 
ground, Many of the men lost an arm 
or a leg. The really unlucky ones lost 
their lives, 

This is why the Dorsey Stump 
Puller was so much in demand, The 
Dorsey's left Richburg and came to 
Elba to set up their machine shop. 
The first large order for them came 
from a very unexpected source, Of 
all places--Russia. 

Mr, F. M, “Tup” Wise started 
running the big Boyd-Wise Farm 
that I told about earlier, | never knew 
Mr, Boyd, but I did know and deeply 
respected Mr, Wise. He had six sons, 
They were Howard, Dallas, Dewey, 
Allen, George, and Jordan, The one 
daughter was Barbara, She married 
Cliatt Snow, It was such an unusual 
name that everyone called him 
Clyde, She was a lovely person, 
They had no children, 

I sold Tup Wise many a truck 
load of farm supplies, When he died, 
I embalmed his body, I directed his 
funeral, and stayed for the closing of 
the grave, I held him in the highest

A Salute to Historic Black Aboli- 
tionists 

Maria W. Stewart (1803-1879) 

Maria W. Miller Stewart is gener- 
ally acknowledged as the first Amer- 
ican-born woman to lecture in pub- 
lic. She is best known for speeches 
that addressed issues of black eco- 
nomic advancement, the abolition of 
slavery and African pride. Although 
her speeches addressed worldly mat- 
ters, she topically spoke in biblical 
tones. She made her first speech in 
Boston in 1832, 

Maria Stewart was born in Hart- 
ford, Connecticut in 1803.
